resented by the children in 
the 


public schools of Corsicana 
and 


Zions Rest, he stated that 3542 
answers from a total enrollment 
of 3,959 were received, and these 
reports showed that a total of 527 
were out of work. 


Of this number 332 were whites, 


representing 1SS1 dependents, were 
found to be unemployed; 195 ne- 
groes with 696 dependents were 
found out of work.- Estimating 
that the schools covered 60 per 
cent of the homes in the area and 
that 2408 persons were affected 
by the conditions, an estimate of 
4011 was presented as the actual 
number suffering from the unem- 
ployment conditions- in a popula- 
tion slightly in excess of 21,000, a 
total of one-fifth of the popula- 
tion. 


W. P. Brown took issue with 
the estimates, asserting that many 
of the people were not in need of 
assistance. 
He was answered to 


the effect that very few of the 
people were in need of any as- 
sistance except employment. 


W. C. Rals-ton defended the cor- 


rectness of the estimate by declar- 
ing that if the number of calls 
he received for employment were 
fair indications, at least that great 
a number were affected. 


R. L. Hamilton, director of both 


the United Charities and the Gar- 
itty charity fund, 
declared that 


the situation was more serious 
than the average man realized, 
and that there was a great need 
or some systematic plan of re- 
Jief. He asserted that the efforts 
of the United Charities were great- 
ly curtailed because of the num- 
ber 
of small contributors 
who 


were unable to malce their regu- 
lar donations. 


Urges Single Organization. 


Corsicana will not allow its peo- 
ple to go hungry, he asserted, but 
in order to eliminate all waste 
and duplication it would be nec- 
essary to devise a single organi- 
zation through 
which to work. 


Little employment is available in 
Corsicana, according to Mr. Ham- 
ilton, and practically every busi- 
ness man is carrying about one- 
third more labor than his busi- 
ness demands because he Is un- 
willing to make conditions worse. 


F. A. Pierce asserted that it 


was his belief that every 
effort 


should be made to find all possi- 
ble employment, nointing out that 
it would save great expenditures 
later. 
W. P. McCammon expressed be- 


lief thai the faciiiiies of the Unit- 
ed Charities should be 
utilized, 


pointing out that many were hold- 
ing back donations for the United 
Charities at this time, and that 
their receipts would greatly 
re- 


lieve the scarcity of funds of that 
organization. 


In a brief examination with C. 


L. Jester as the questioner and 
R. L. Hamilton as the witness, it 
was brought out that need was 
felt 
for 
a 
greater 
organization 


than the United Charities to cope 
with the situation which might be 
foreseen, and that perhaps only 
about 20 per cent of the people 
were able to find employment even 
of a temporary nature for anyone. 
Mr. Hamilton declared that 
the

Dramatic Reversal of World's Standards: Men Now 


Call Their Dogs "Nero" and Their Sons "Paul" 


—How One Man Got Light.

How a strong man, going the 


wrong way, was violently stopped 
and set to moving in the opposite 
direction, is the Lesson of today. 
The man was known by the city 
of his birth; now that city is 
known by the man; for where 
the records once spoke of Saul of 
Tarsus they now speak of the Tar- 
sus of Saul. As for the man him- 
self, he belongs to that select little 
company who are fully described 
by the mention nf his name. There 
have been many millions of Pauls 
in the world, but only one of them 
is meant when we simply say 
"Paul." 
How complete is history's rever- 


sal in its estimate of men 
is 


shown by the simple fact that to- 
day men name their dogs "Nero" 
and their sons "Paul." 


Bigger than any news that gets 


into the newspapers are the decis- 
ions made by great men. The real 
turning point of history are the 
convictions formulated in the si- 
lence by men of strength. It may 
be years before the events that

from 
the 
decisions 
are 


known; but the real crisis was 
when the choice was made. 
Be- 


fore the public sees an engage- 
ment ring on a 
girl's finger she

love that it represents.

Aprippa, when all the community 
was set by the ears, was merely 
reflecting the consequences of that 
great day on the road outside of 
Damascus, when he ceased being 
Saul, the persecutor of Christians, 
and became Paul, Christ's apostle 
to the Gentiles.

The Obscure Man Who Dared. 
While we are 
thinking about 


what befell Saul, and his instant 
obedience to "the heavenly vision. 
we must not overlook the other 
character who is named in the 
s'tory. It is easy to 
talk only 


about the preacher or the evange- 
list; and to speak of church work 
as if done by them 
alone. In 


truth, as everybody who knows 
any thing about churches under- 
stands, it is the plain folk, whose 
names are never mentioned in the 
newspaper reports of church af- 
fairs, who really bear the bur- 
den of the work. The angels know 
that the prayers of the people 
prevail more than the preaching 
of the pastors. It would be a sur- 
rise to all concerned if we could 
know who really is who in the 
average church. 
The obscure man who emerges 


in this story is a Christian named 
Ananias, a man of truer quality 
than 
the famous one who was 


smitten for his avarice and false- 
hood. Let us turn to the text for 
a description of Ananias' part in 
this great day's -work, which af- 
fected all the subsequent history 
in the world: 


"And 
there was a certain dis- 


ciple at Damascus named Ananias; 
and to him said the Lord in a 
vision, Ananias. And he said, Be- 
hold, I am here, Lord. And the 
Lord said unto him. Arise, and go 
into the street 
which is called 


Straight, and inquire in the house 
of Judas' for one called Saul of 
Tarsus; for, behold, he prayeth, 
and hath seen in a vision a man 
named 
Ananias coming in, and 


putting his hand on him, that he 
might receive his sight." 


The sort of man Ananias- was 


Is revealed by the manner in which 
he 
saluted 
his late enemy as 


"Brother Saul." He went the whole 
way. He did not receive the new 
convert with jealousy and suspic- 
ion and coldness. On the instant, 
Paul was received into the whole 
fellowship, even being given the 
sacrament of baptism. He knew 
himself as once a member of that 
family whose bonds are stronger 
than death, being ties of blood 
shed on Calvary. 


In his warm and open approach 


to Saul, Ananias was typical of 
the Christian brotherhood today, 
which welcomes to its member- 
ship on a basis of perfect equality, 
the penitent outcast and the con- 
verted scholar. We can imagine 
the rejoicing that there was in 
the Damascus church that day. 
What prayers had been answered! 
The hand of persecution had been 
stayed. A notable recruit had been 
won. A 
fresh 
evidence of 
the 


truth of the resurrection and of 
the guardianship of the Lord over 
His own had 
been given. If it 


was a great day for the saints in 
Damascus how much greater was 
It for 
the 
Church, 
universal! 


Caesar's crossing the Rubicon was 
a trifling incident in its 
effect 


upon history, as compared with 
the consequences of the conver- 
sion of Saul of Tarsus at Damas- 
cus.

Colorado law capital punishment 
can be imposed only where there 
is an eye-witness to the crime or 
a confession by the accused.

attorney

O'Laughlin 
listened intently but 


with no display of emotion as 
Judge Henry A. Calvert read the 
verdict. 


The defense was granted thirty 
days in which to file a motion for 
a new trial.

AFFIRMED THREE-YEAR 
SENTENCE FOR BRADY 


I COURTHOUSE NEWS 


AUSTIN, Dec. 10.—W)— 


The three year sentence as- 
sessed John W. Brady, for- 
mer appeals court judge, 
for the murder of Miss Leh- 
lia Highsmith, was affirmed 
today by the state court of 
criminal appeals. 


Brady was convicted by a jury 


in Dallas county after a Travis 
county jury, where the crime oc- 
curred failed to agree. 
He was 


found guilty of murder without 
malice on his plea of insanity in- 
duced by over-indulgence in boot- 
leg liquor. 


Miss Highsmith was stabbed to 


death in November, 1929, on 
the 


night following a football game 
here. 
In writing the opinion, Judge 


George Christian, commissioner of 
the court, carefully confined him- 
self to the exceptions upon which 
Brady's attorneys based their ap- 
peal, 
in 
which they 
contended 


could be found reversible error. 


The 
first 
of these 
concerned 
the testimony of Dr. Lee Edens, 
then director of health for the 
City of Austin, who treated Brady 
for a small cut on his finger im- 
mediately after the former jurist 
had been taken into custody. Dr. 
Edens 
although stating he had 
not specialized in mental ailments, 
testified that in his opinion Brady 
was sane. 
Brady's attorneys claimed that 


Eden was not qualified as an ex- 
pert and that the lower 
court 


erred in allowing him to testify. 
Judge Christian, quoting several 
prior opinions of the court, found 
no merit in this bill. 
Five of the bills concerned 
al- 


leged improper remarks of 
the 


judge, most of them addressed to 
the defending attorney, during the 
trial. The attorneys had contend- 
ed that these remarks disclosed 
the attitude of the judge and in- 
fluenced the jury. 
Nothing Wrong in Comments. 
"We find nothing." Judge Chris- 


tian wrote, "in the remarks^pf the 
court that could bo said to con- 
stitute a comment on the weight 
of evidence, or its bearing on the 
case, nor do we believe they (the 
remarks) were calculated to con- 
vey to the jury the trial judge's 
opinion. The comments were in 
the nature of a caution to coun- 
sel concerning his manner of ex- 
amining witnesses." 
In a short summary 
of 
the 


case, Judge Christian stated that 
the evidence disclosed defendant 
had rented an apartment for Miss 
Highsmith and obtained a posi- 
tion for her as a stenographer in 
one of the Austin courts; that he 
had visited her frequently; that 
the state 
had contended 
Brady 


killed her in a fit of jealousy at 
the attentions of younger men; 
and that according to the testi- 
mony of eyewitnesses, the appel- 
lant cursed her. drew a knife and 
stabbed her several times."

Mr. J. writes: It is hard to see 
why you are blaming the subcon- 
scious mind for-things. With my 
own fears and weaknesses it has 
seemed that when momentarily I 
did not think about how things 
were going, they did eo all right. 
How would you explain this? 


Answer: 
It. may help, in the 


puzzle, to think nbout. the mind as 
having many sides rather than as 
divided into two separate portions, 
one under and one over, as the 
terms conscious and subconscious 
would suggest. 
Suppose, for ex- 
ample, one side of your character 
tends to hold a grudge. But on 
one occasion you momentarily for- 
got that you were angry at a cer- 
tain neighbor 
and did him 
a 


friendly turn. 
The one. side was 
caugt off guard. 


The split in personality, such as 
occurs in "nerves," comes when 
the various sides of our character 
are not thoroughly blended, and 
so we do not completely know our 
own minds. There is one side of 
you that knows no fear and is 
reasonable. 
Another 
side, 
less 


grown- up is afraid and cannot be 
reached by reason. 
When that 


side of you is showing up, you 
scarcely know yourself. 


A proper blend is desirable. So 


when you surprise yourself by do- 
ing good to the neighbor who had 
done you some slight injury, or 
when, 
after 
having accustomed 
yourself to fear, you after all be- 
have like folks, you have the op- 
portunity to take in hand both 
sides of your character and bal- 
ance them properly against each 
other. 
That is what Shakespeare had in. 
mind when he made Anthony say 
. of Brutus: " . . . the elements so 
mixed in him that nature might 
stand up, and say to all the world, 
'This was a man." " 
A Bid for Sympathy. 


Miss E. writes: Naturally shy 
and sensitive since childhood, I 
am doomed to suffer because peo- 
ple do not understand me. I crave 
affection and sympathy. 
I won- 


der if you can help me understand 
myselC? 


Answer: 
Let me ask Miss E. 
this question: At the party does 
she seek out the sensitive boy and 
try to put him at his ease? Does 
she leave all the other girls of her 
set and devote herself to the awk- 
ward tongue tied girl? If not, 
Why not? 


The truth of the matter is that 
she is thirfking chiefly of a good 
time for herself; and the person 
who is simply self seeking, 
shy 
and sensitive has nothing to give 
out. 
The world in general is prac- 


tical; it does not hunt a bottomless 
hole and pour water into it for- 
ever. It does not plant a delicate 
shrub in its garden when that 
plant has no beauty of its own' 
and gives back nothing in return 
for its nurture. 
Shyness is sponge-like and soaks 
up no end of sympathy, but in the 
matter of return it is worse than 
the desert. 
Enough water will 
turn the desert into a carpet of 
bloom; but does Miss E. ever lose 
herself completely—no half meas- 
ures will succeed—in th'e things 
that interest those about her 
The world selects those who 
swell its tide of interest; and there 
is no one of us who mayn otbe- 
come happy if we are willing to 
lose our own petty concerns help- 
ing to augment that world tide.

construction, 
so 
they 


might go on with building despite 
inability to meet federal aid obli- 
gations. The fund will be return- 
able over i.a period of five years, 
where the states cannot meet fed- 
eral funds on a 50-50 basis. 


River and harbor work was al- 


lowed $22,500,000; flood control on 
the Mississippi and its tributaries 
$3,000,000; roads and trails for nat- 
ional forests, $3,000,000 and roads 
and trails in national parks $1,- 
500,000. 


The 
committee 
reduced Presi- 


dent Hoover's requested $150,000,- 
000 lump sum to be allocated him 
by $40,000,000 and required that de- 
finite allotments be made for use 
of the $110,000,000,

sey show during the past fall. 


Mr. Ridgeway declared in his 


introduction that, there 
was sev- 


eral kinds of shows, and that the 
larger shows were 
mainly sup- 
ported by the sporting element of 
the country's population who se- 
cured the best of animals at fancy 
prices, and entered them in the 
shows, not so much to aid the in- 
dustry as simply for the sake of 
winning and owning winning ani- 
mals. 
He named several of the 
larger Jersey fanciers in America, 
pointing out that in the past year 
one Jersey bull was sold for $25,- 
000 and a cow for $10,000. 
Re- 


counting some of his judging ex- 
periences, he said that 
55 ani- 
mals entered in the age class at 
St. Louis, and that he expected 
that he made one friend and nine 
enemies with his nlacing of the 
ten best animals 
Aid to Industry 


Eventually these show animals 


aid the livestock and dairying in- 
dustries because 
the 
pure-bred 


animals resulted in increased pro- 
duction in grade cattle. 
He re- 


ferred to a cow that was under 
his supervision at Fort Worth a 
few years ago that set a. record 
for production in Texas by givin? 
ten 
gallons of milk a day Jor 


more than 70 days, her greatest- 
day's effort 
being slightly over 


81 pounds by weight. 
He stated 
that four of her sons were now 
increasing the production of dairy 
herds in Texas. 


But is is in the smaller shows 
that the greatest good is accom- 
plished in the livestock industry, 
through the inspirational and edu- 
cational advantages offered. 
He 
asserted that when a man thought 
that he had good cattle and ex- 
hibited them, and then saw cattle 
much beeter in competition then 
he 
was urged to 
increase, the 


quality of his own animals; and 
by seeing the other cattle and 
hearing the judges give their rea- 
sons for the various awards, that 
hs learned valuable pointers on 
the various classes of animals. 


Success of breeding is depend- 


ent almost entirely on the ideal in 
the minds of the breeder himself,

this ideal can

He commended the work of the. 
shows in securing the interest of 
the farm boys and girls through 
the entries of the 4-H club ani- 
mals.

that last year Oklahoma won the 
prize for the best herd at the 
national show.

Perry and Mrs. Watkins 
were ordered in the vault and the 
door was shut, but not locked. Per- 
ry Raid it was at least 10 minutes 
after the robbery before they were 
able to give the alarm.
